Modem discoveries in various 
fields have disproved many ideas 
once firmly believed. So it is with 
light and seeing, about which scien¬ 
tific research has outmoded concep¬ 
tions formerly regarded as true, 
such as: 

The idea that seeing is done with 
the eyes alone. Experiments in sci¬ 
entific laboratories show that seeing 
affects the entire body, even the rate 
of heartbeat. An untold amount of 
nervous tension and wasted energy 
results from working in poor light. 

The idea that you can safely ap¬ 
praise seeing conditions. The human 
eye actually is a poor judge of light 
for seeing, because it can see in light 
that is far too dim for easy seeing. 
Light now is measured scientifically 
with a light meter, which is a photo¬ 
electric cell marked with the intensi¬ 
ties found by visual scientists to be 
needed for various seeing activities. 

The idea that light that is good 
•nough for one task is good enough 
for another. The truth is that the 
amount of light needed is in direct 
proportion to the difficulty of the 
seeing job. For example, sewing re¬ 
quires more light than playing 
cards. In the same way, reading a 
newspaper requires three times as 
much light as reading a well-printed 
book of larger-sized type.

Our Constitution divides the three 
, great powers of government among 
three separate and Independent 
branches: the legislative power Is 
vested in Congress; the executive 
power in the President; the Judicial 
power in the Supreme Court and 
other federal courts. 

Seven years before our Constitu¬ 
tion, John Adams, great Colonial 
patriot, signer of the Declaration of 
Independence and second president 
of the United States, stated the 
same principle In the Declaration of
